James : Keeley Says Deneen 
Stopped Scheme to Buy 
Democratic Votes. 


By Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 25.~A detailed 
account of a reputed attempt to buy 
enough Democratic votes in the Illi- 
nois Legislature to re-elect Senator 
Hopkins, was told on the witness stand 
before the Senate Lorimer committee 
by James Keeley, general manager of 
the Chicago Tribune. 
It was the sensation of a day of sen- 
sations in the hearing. It followed 
Keeley’s testimony as to how he hap- 
pened to buy the confession of Charles 
A. White, the legislator, whose story 
about graft at Springfield resulted in 
the Lorimer investigation. 

Copley An Informer. 
Keeley said what he knew about the 
Hopkins story was obtained from Clif- 
ford Raymond, then representing the 
Tribune at Springfield, and from Ira 
C. Copley, Representative m Congress 
from Aurora, II. 
He testified that Charles Wheeler, an- 
other Chicago newspaper man at Spring- 
field, came to Clifford Raymond during 
the legislative session in 1909, and told 
him a story which Speaker Shurtlef. 
had personally requested it be not print- 
ea. What Raymond told Keeley, the 
witness testified, Raymond said had 
been told him by Wheeler. Keeley 
said: | 
“Raymond had told me that the story 
was that on a certain night Speaker 
Shurtleff, Dan Shanahan and some oth- 
ers whose names I do not recall, met ina 
certain room in the St. Nicholas Hotel 
in Springfield, and that that meeting 
was caused by a report being received 
that @ certain man had come to Spring- 
tield to buy certain Democratic votes an 
a certain day for Hopkins.

Fielding Wants Country to Abide 
by the Treaty for at 
Least a Year. 





OTTAWA, July 25.—Finance Ministei 
Fielding urges a trial of reciprocity in 
a statement published here today, 
which he declares that

sugar.

CHICAGO, July %.—Mies Josephine 


Burminster, 2 years old, who came 


- te America from Russia a few weeks 


ago to marry George Litvin, a sweet- 
heart of her childhood, had a hearing 
before Immigration Commissioner 
Thompson on a charge of being in this 
country in violation of the immigra- 
tion laws and today her case fs under 
advisement.

The board has been noti- 
fied that the building will be turned 
over by the contractor next October. 
It is planned to move the library to 
the new building in December. 

Book Restrictions Removed. 

Those who hold library cards may 
help move the books if they desire. 
Librarian Bostwick plans to set aside 
the rules temporarily at the time of 
the removal, and allow card-holders 
to take out as many books as they 
desire and keep them two or three 
weeks, then return them to the new 
building. 

There are approximately 250,009 
volumes in the library. The cards held 
by residents of St. Louis number 92,- 
400. If each card-holder will take one 
book from the old buflding and recurn 
it to the new structure, it will save 
the expense of moving one-third of 
the books. Librarian Bostwick told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday that 
as many as 50 books may be taken 
out by responsible persons who desire 
to aid in the removal. 

Public Reading Gardens. 

The sunken gardens now being con- 
structeq at Thirteenth and Locust 
Streets, across the street from the 
new library, will be utilized as open- 
air reading rooms, if present plans 
are successful. The gardens are ba- 
ing established by the ‘Park Depart- 
ment of the city, and permission will 
be asked for residents to occupy 
benches and seats in the shade to 
read books issued by the library. 

If the plan is perfected, the rules 
of the library will be made elastic 
enough to allow residents to take 
books from thé reference room to the 
gardens and refer to them there in- 
stead of being confined to the refer- 
ence rooms inside,

Reflected Light Effect. 

The indirect system of lighting will be 
tried for the first time in St. Louis on 
a large scale in the new library. The 
lights are contained in opaque basins, 
opening toward the ceilings. The light 
in the rooms will be given by the re- 
flection against the ceilings, and is said 
not to strain the eyes while reading. 
This is claimed to be the nearest thing 
to daylight yet discovered. 


In the rooms where the decorated cell- 
ings will not permit the use of this in- 
direct light, the fixtures will be artis- 
tic and massive chandeliers. In every 
room in the building the best light ob- 
tainable by modern systems will be fur- 
nished. The offices will be on the top 
floor, and all will be fitted with the in- 
direct lighting process. 

Five separate heating plants, fed from 
one immense furnace, will provide heat 
for the building. Five intake fans wll 
draw in fresh air, five heat coils will 
heat the air as it passes over them, and 
five washing plants will remove all im- 
purities by washing the air through 
water sprays. 

It is thought by the members of the 
Library Board that the books can be 
removed in a week. A plan will be de- 
vised, if possible, to move without clos- 
ing the library or any of its depart- 
ments. These details will be worked 
out as soon as the building is officially 
turned over to the Loard. 





PARTS OF HUMAN 
BODIES FOUND IN 
NEW YORK RIVERS 


Fragment Also Discovered on 
Long Beach Sands Apparently 
Cut by Surgical Knife.

NEW YORK, July 25.—They are try- 
ing to build a man out of the” scraps 
of human bodies picked from the 
waters at various parts of the city. 
Thursday the mutilated upper part of 
a man’s body was found in North 

River at West Fifty-ninth street. 

A few hours later a right leg was 
picked up at the Battery, 10 miles 
away. Sunday a left arm was found 
in East River. 

Late yesterday a leg of a man 
floated in on the waves in front of the 
Long Beach Hotel, about forty miles 
from the Battery. Later various 
parts of a man’s body were found 
on the Long Beach sands. 

There seems no doubt that the body 
on Long Beach was carefully dis- 
membered, for the ribs were cut in 
the style of a surgeon or one at least 
who knew how to use 2 surgeon’s 
knife. The other body may have 
been dismembered by the propeller 
of a ship, although there are no 
bruises on any part of the body.

| FISHERMEN FIND BIG 





CAVE IN CONNECTICUT 


River Stops Exploration, but In- 
dian Relics Are Believed to 


Be Hidden There. 

HARTLAND, Conn.. July 23.—Trout 
fishermen who have been following the 
Farmington ‘River tnrough the Tunxis 
Valley here, have discovered a hitherto 
unknown cave along its bank. 

The cave is of immense proportions, 
spreading several directions far beneath 
the earth. Partial exploration has re- 
vealed quantities of Indian relics which 
probably belonged to the extinct Tunxis 
tribe.

We know 
that Mr. Roosevelt wrote to his neglectful At- 
torney-General asking “Whether we can afford 
to throw away the great influence of the Mor- 
gan interests which have been so friendly to us.” 
We know that Mr. Roosevelt ignored conclusive 
evidence of law-breaking by the Sugar Trust. 

We have presented evidence of failures to pros- 
ecute powerful trusts, with the information of 
guilt in the hands of the law officers. Under the 
temptation to use power for political purposes the 
stolid Cleveland nearly plunged this country {nto 
war with Great Britain, and the cold Harrison en- 
tangled us with Guatemala. 

Is this role of political mountebank dig- 
nified in the Attorney-General of the United 
States? Is it a proper performance for the 
chief law officers of the Government, tn whose 
hands Ue the enforcement of law, the prose- 
cution of offenders and the protection of the 
public from lawlessness? 

Mr. Wickersham’s duty is in Washington. 
There is plenty of work for him to do there. 
Let him try the law on all trusts and the ef- 
ficacy of prison on monopoly malefactors. If 
these fail it will be time enough to consider 
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MR. WICKERSHAM’S DUTY. 

The Post-Dispatch yesterday exposed the Har 
vester Trust. It published facts in possession of the 
Department of Justice warranting / proceedings 
against the trust and against George W. Perkins 
for violations of law. The evidence indicates an 

oppressive monopoly controlling the tools of agri- 
culture and thus directly affecting the prices of 
food. It has the backing of the vast Morgan- 
Rockefeller interests. It formed a subsidiary mo- 
nopoly—the Binding Twine Trust. It has profit- 
ed by a system of rebates from the Steel Trust 
and the railroads. 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed that the information 
about the trust which it supplied to the Stanley 
Investigating Committee has been in the hands of 
the Department of Justice for years. Why has not 
this oppressive trust been prosecuted? 

It was accidentally discovered in the congres- 
s'onal investigation of the’ Steel Trust that the 
Government was in possession of full information 
of its organization and operation, Why was not 
the potent Steel Corporation, with its “ultimate 
monopoly” attacked in the courts? For eight 
years, with ample information on which to pro- 
ceed, the Chicago Meat Trust also has been un- 
prosecuted. 

The possibility of successful prosecution of mo- 
nopoly combinations has been demonstrated ina

That is 
what I understand the Court to require, and 
nothing less will meet my interpretation of 
the decisions of the Supreme Court. 


In the face of the proof of the efficiency of the 
law and his own opinion that it will eliminate LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
monopoly, Mr. Wickersham deserts his post and 2 
runs off to Duluth to propose the abandonment of 
the anti-monopoly laws and prosecutions and the 
substitution of a crazy scheme of half-baked so- 
cialism. He doubts the ability of the Department 
of Justice effectually to enforce the law; he is 
fearful of the possibility of “shaking off habits,” 
although illegal, “which have been formed 
through years of following a system,” also illegal. 
He conjures up “a border land of doubt’ which 
will supply opportunity for some to violate law 
and will perplex others. Concerning the powers 
of the Department of Justice he remarks: 

The Federal Department of Justice is not 
organized or equipped to maintain constant 
supervision and control over business organ- 
izations. It deals only with cases of violation 
of the law. 

What should it do except deal “with cases of 
violation of law’? He rightly says, “The Fed- 
eral Department of Justice was not organized or 
equipped to maintain constant supervision and 
control over business organizations.” Fortunately 
it is not. Such power would he alien to our the- 
ory of government, whicn contemplates freedom 
of trade, freedom of ‘industry, with individual 
responsibility under law for personal conduct. 

That is the meaning of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. That is the {mport of the Supreme Court 
decisions. 

But the Attorney-General of the United States} 
preposes that we abandon American principles. 
reverse the true theory of republican govern- 
ment, throw aside the laws and the wachinery for 
law enforcement and legalize monopoly. He sug- 
gests establishing by law the greatest menace 
not only to the welfare of the American people, 
but to the existence of democratic institutions, 
He outlines a plan for the control of all interstate 
business and the fixing of the prices of commodi- 
ties by the Government, It lacks the merits of 
Socialism. Under Socialism the people would own 
and operate industry and trade. Under the Wicl.- 
ersham scheme the Government would go into 
partnersh'p with the bosses of Big Business. 

That Mr. Wickersham realizes to some extent 
the consequences of his revolutionary proposal is 
shown by his own words. In his Duluth speech 
he thus grouped the “undesirable incidents” ‘of his 
project: a 

Conservative minds naturally shrink from 
accepting a conclusion which wauld devolve 

upon the National Government the comprchen- 

sive powers and duties involyed in extending 
the principles of the interstate commerce 
laws over commercia! and industrial corpora- 
tions for the increased centralization of con- 
trol in Washington over the trade of the 
country, the multiplication of Federal office 
holders and bureaucratic intermeddling with 
business may be necessary, but are unde- 
sirable ineidenis to the conduct of daily 
business life.

The derivation given by Waldseemu- 
ler has been challenged by at least one 
historian of international reputation, 
Jor. Riehardo Palma of Peru, who sug- 
fests that America is exclusively an 
“merican word and that Vespucci got 
the name “Amerigo” from the country 
i= the same way, for instance, as 
“Deadwood’ Dick or “Arizona” Pete 
&cts his pseudonym. 

In his “Traditions of Peru’ Dr. Pal- 
ma discussés the origin of the name 
America. These are his deductions: 
That America is a place-name in Nic- 
aragua and designates a chain of moun 
tains in the province of Chantoles, 
where Vespucci landed. 

That the termination “ic.” “‘ique,’ 
“ico” is eri¢countered frequently in the 
names of places and in the tongues and

At Shanshai we found .already as- 
sembled three ships of the American 
squadron, including the huge steam 
{ vate Susquehanna. The Commodore 
was expected to arrive soon from Hong- 
kong in the Mississippi.

Thompson Responds to Papke’s 
Recent Windfest With a. 
Breeze of His Own. 





IT’S ALL ABOUT: A TITLE 





Neither One Owns It, but Both 
Are Filing Claims Against 
the Other. 





By ROBERT EDGREN. 
A Special Currespondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July %.—‘‘Cyclone” 
Johnny Thompson is in town. ‘‘Cyclone,"’ 
be it known, claims sole right to the 
world’s middleweight championship 
that one William Papke, the [Illinois 
“Thunderbolt,’’ recently appropriated by 
force of argument. A few days ago we 
listened to a fine line of talk delivered 
by the forceful William, fust returned 
from England and Australia. Now 
comes “Cyclone” with an argument no 
less convincing. The middleweight title 
is in for a rough mauling and hauling 
about before it finds its rightful owner. 
Judging from the appearance of these 
two warriors their final debate will be 
exceedingly interesting if it ever comes 
off. 

“Cyclone’’ Johnny looks the part. He 
comes from Syracuse, Ill., on the edge 
of the cyclone belt, and his picturesque 
Style of fighting earned him the title 
“Cyclone” long years ago, when he was 
just beginning the last of 209 fights, 
that now stand to his credit in 
the record books. He is a rugged, 
Square-jawed, taciturn person, bearing 
thé scars of battle on his face; a short, 
broad-shouldered man with a neck as 
sturdy as one of his own sycamores. 
Some fighters come to us with loud 
boastings of past performances and dire 
predictions as to what they will do to 
“that guy’’ when they get him within 
the ropes again. Not so with Thompson, 
who is as modest and mild a man as 
e er scuttled a reputation. 

He Admits He’s Champion, 

“Yes, I’m champion,” said Johnny, 
sitting squarely down in our best 
office chair and looking us straight 
in the eye. “Billy claims the title. 
but there’s one little fault in his 
record. He says he didn't lose the 
title to me in Australia, because 1 
weighed 161 pounds. I don’t know 
how he gainéd that remarkable in- 
formation about my weight, for, to 
tell the truth, I don’t know myself 
exactly what I did weigh before the 
fight began. I know Billy weighted 
at least 170 pounds, and was in good 
shape. He had the yellow ~faiindice 
before one of his other fights, not he- 
fore he fought me. I know I was 
well under the middleweight limit in 
that fight-——about 156 or 157 pounds at 
the most. For as soon as it was over 
I stepped on the scales in the presence 
of a number of newspaper men and 
officials and I weighed exactly 156% 
pounds in my fighting trunks and 
shoes. Thac would have made me 
about 154 stripped, and as it was a 
cool night I didn’t lose much weight 
the ring through perspiring. I 
enuine middleweight. 

Hard to Keep Down, 

““E did fool them alittle about my 
weight im..Australia. You see, for 
yéars I have been struggling to keep 
down to the HMNghtweight limit and 
have been working all the time be- 
tween fights to hold my weight down. 
I fought along from 134 to 136, and 
it was tough work. Going to Austra- 
lia, I trained hard on the steamer, 
for I thought I might have co fight 
as soon as I landed, and I didn't 
want to have to reduce too quickly. 
But somehow the salt air and the 
big meals made,'-me grow heavier 
every day. The first fight I had was 
with an Australian lightweight,\ and 
I tried to train down to 140 pounds, 
which was the weight. I couldn't do 
it. and I gave it up. They roasted me 
well for being so heavy, and | 
thought I might as well be a middle- 
weight while I was about it. So 
when we weighed I tipped one of m) 
seconds off to slip his toe on the edge 
of the scale and he made it 163 
pounds. That established me as a 
middleweight. There is -nothing in 
being a welterweight. The light- 
weights and a middle weights get

“It's a lot batter for me, being a mid- 


dleweight. No more half killing myself 
on the road to take off a lot of flesh. 
I’m twice as strong at my natural 
weight. When I boxed Kelly a while ago 
T didn’t try to take off a pound. I just 
trained to be strong and in good shape, 
and I wetghed 159%.” 

“Did you, have much trouble with 
Papke in Australia?’ I asked. 

Papke Not Much Trouble. 
“Not what you might call trouble,’ 
sald “Cyclone” with a grim smile. “He 
was in good shape and he gave me a 
hard. fight.’ Every round he jumped right
